Tro o ps Ready 
Three weeks before the inva­ 
sion General Eisenhower wrote: 


There is no question at all as 
to the readiness of the troop s. 
They are well trained, fit, and im ­ 
p atient to get the job started and 
comp leted. 
In forecasting future 
p ossibilities, it is, of course, nec­ 
essary that we seek ways and 
means to bring to bear these fac­ 
tors in which we enjoy a great 
sup eriority over the enemy. These 
are control of the sea, command 
of the air, including resources in 
airborne troop s and armor. 
I am 
trying to v isualize an op eration in 
which we would bring in behind 
the

strength in armor and seek an

By 1 July 1943 the Allied .stra­ 
tegic air assault of Air Chief 
IVIarshal A. T. Harris’ Royal Air 
Force Bomber Command by night 
and General Eaker's Eighth Air 
Force by day on the fortress of 
Europ e wms in full swing and was 
p roducing imp ortant results. Sin­ 
gle raids in which the air force 
delivered bomb loads of more 
than 500 tons had been carried 
out. 
Serious inroads had been 
made on the combat p ower of the 
German fighter force. 
These 
results had been ob­ 
tained with an American air fleet 
of less than 1,000 heavy bombers 
and 1,000 p lanes of other typ es. 
By D-day, the strength of the 
United States air forces in the 
United Kingdom exceeded 3.000 
heavy bombers and 6.500 first- 
line p lanes of other typ es.

on 
Germany 
continued 
with 
increasing

shattering p ower. 
The climax in air wmr came in 
February 1944, when the Luft­ 
waffe made a p owerful effort to 
sweep our day bombers from the 
skies.

Air Targets 
From tlie time of the Eighth 
Air Force's first heavy bomber 
attack on 17 August 1942 until 
V-E Day, United States airmen 
had drop p ed more than 1,550,000 
tons of bombs on w'estern Euro­ 
p ean targets. 
During 1943, fol­ 
lowing successful attacks on the 
enemy’s 
submarine 
yards 
and 
bases, the effort of our p recision 
bombers was concentrated against 


aircraft and ball-bearing manu­ 
facturing p lant.s airdromes, and 
communications. 
The 
German 
fighter command, 
already 
out­ 
classed 
in 
aerial 
combat, 
was 
further reduced by inability to 
get 
rep lacements. 
The 
RAF 
Bomber 
Command 
concentrated 
up on the destruction of the Ruhr- 
Rhineland industries and the un ­ 
dermining of the morale of in­ 
dustrial workers. 
In order to exp loit more fully 
the flexibility of our bombard­ 
ment, p articularly against Ger­ 
man industrial targets, the Eighth 
and Fifteenth U. S. Air Forces 
were combined on 1 January 1944 
to form “The U. S. Strategic Air 
Forces in Europ e.” 
Lt. Gen. Carl 
Sp aatz wms p laced in command. 
The comp onent forces continued 
to be based in the United King- 
dorn and in Italy resp ectively. 
In the late sp ring of 1944, syn­ 
thetic fuel p lants and crude oil 
refineries became the p rime tar­ 
gets. 
Cap tured documents now 
show that the bombing camp aign 
succeeded in reducing p roduction 
between May and October 1944 to 
five p ercent of the former monthly 
outp ut. 
The attack on German industry 
was coup led with strikes on Ger­ 
man communications. 
Vital rail 
junctions and the canals which 
were so imp ortant in the enemy’s 
transp ortation 
system were re ­ 
p eatedly bombed. 
During a sin- ' 
gle month—May 194 4— more than 
900 locomotives and 16,000 freight! 
cars were destroyed in Western] 
Europ e. 
The effects of this p hase I 
of the air assault were enormous, 
for transp ortation and communi­ 
cations are the life arteries of a 
modern industrial state engaged in 
total war. 
Medium bombers and fighter- 
bombers of Lt. Gen. Lewis H. 
Brereton’s Ninth Air Force, which 
moved from the Middle East dur­ 
ing the fall of 1943, struck enemy 
airfields in diversionary attacks so 
timed as to reduce the concen­ 
tration of enemy fighters which 
might op p ose the p assage of the 
heavT United States bomber for­ 
mations. 
Diversionary 
fighter 
sweep s further dislocated the ene­ 
my’s air op p osition. As the range 
of fighters was increased through 
the installation of additional fuel 
tanks, they were emp loyed more 
and more to escort bombers to 
targets deep in GeiTnany. 
As the aerial offensive mounted 
the enemy was forced to with­ 
draw fighters from the sup p ort of 
his armies in the East to meet the 
threat from the West. 
This was 
an imp ortant factor in enabling! 
the Soviet air forces to maintain' 
sup eriority on their front.
